FTC Denies Hartford 


Generic Name For Fiber 

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion’s denial of Hartford Fibres 
Company’s application for the 
generic name, Polynosic, for its 
new man-made cellulosic fiber 
has met with a statement from 
the firm’s parent company ex- 
plaining that despite the FTC 
current ruling, all possible steps 
are being taken by Hartford 
Fibres to establish a new generic 
name for this product. 

C. Chester Bassett, Jr., vice 
president of Bigelow-Sanford 
Carpet Company, declared that 
“this ruling is astounding and 
will have adverse repercussions 
in the textile industry and to the 
ultimate consumer.” 


Mr. Bassett pointed out that 
Hartford’s requests for a public 
hearing and for oral argument 
in support of its application 
were summarily denied. 


Yarn Size, Stitch 
Density Affect 
Fabric Quality 


WASHINGTON, 
Studies of children’s cotton knit- 
wear show that the size of the 
yarn and the tightness of the 
knit can make up to 50 percent 
difference in the amount of wear 
from a garment, according to 
the Agriculture Department. 

Cotton knit fabrics with fine 
yarn and loose knit lasted for 
only about 30 days of wear, 
while fabrics with fairly coarse 
varn and firm knit held up for 
about 50 days of wear, in a 
series of tests by textile re- 
searchers of the Department’s 
Agricultural Research Service. 
The fabric was made into under- 
wear and actually worn by a 
group of children participating 
in the research. The findings on 
length of wear generally agreed 
with a series of laboratory dura- 
hility tests made on the cotton 
knit fabrics. 

The studies also showed that 
the strength and durability of 
fabrics of fine yarns can be in- 
creased somewhat by tighter 
knitting with more loops per 
inch. But when the loops are 
crowded in too close, fabric 
streneth decreases. This is due 
to a loss of elasticity or “give” 
in the very tight knits, which 
reduces fabric resistance to pull- 
ing and stretching. 

The scientists add that an im- 
portant sign of durability in cot- 
ton knit garments is smooth, 
even rows of loops and no thick 
and thin spots. 

Earlier tests were made on 
men’s cotton T-shirts to study 
the problem of shrinkage in 
cotton knit fabrics. The results

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Dyeing And Finishing 


Tensionless Finishing Of Knit Yardgoods

MAIDEN, N. 


—Knitted yardgoods for both outerwear and un- 


derwear is finished on a completely tensionless basis at the Maiden 


Finishing Company, here, 


on the Fleissner dryer. 


The company, 


which is a division of Maiden Knitting Mills, nearby, dyes and fin- 


ishes for its own account as well as on a commission basis. 


dryer which has been in con- 
tinuous use in the plant for close 
to two years, is manufactured 
in Germany by Fleissner Sonne 
and sold and serviced in this 
country by Saco-Lowell Shops, 
Boston, Mass. 

The Fleissner dryer operates 
on the perforated drum _prin- 
ciple and sucks hot air through 
the cloth in contrast to other 
fabric drying units which blow 
or impinge hot air onto the 
cloth. The unit in operation here 
is a four-drum machine with a 
capacity of 1,000 pounds of 
knitted cloth an hour. Generally, 
lightweight cloth is dried at a 
much faster rate than heavily 
constructed knitted fabric. Most 
of the knitted fabric processed 
by Maiden Finishing on_ the 
dryer is of cotton. However, 
knitted yardgoods of synthetic 
fiber yarns is also being suc- 
cessfully handled. 

Before Calendering 

The dryer is next to the last 
operation in the finishing cycle, 
the final one being calendering. 
At the exit end of the dryer, the 
cloth is overlaid into cartons 
preparatory to calendering. 

The temperature at which 
most cotton knit fabrics ye 
dried ranges from 200° F. 
250° F. The actual 
however, will depend on the 
amount and type of cloth being 
processed. The less cloth pass- 
ing through the machine, the 
higher the temperature. Adjust- 
ments in temperature up or 
down are also made for different 
constructions and for knit cloth 
of synthetic fiber composition. 

Average Temperature 

Most of the cloth handled is 
subjected to an average temper- 
ature of 250° F. at the entry 
end which is gradually reduced 
to 180° F. at the exit end. 

The number of ends of fabrics 
that can be fed into the machine 
is governed by the width of the 
cloth. If the knitted fabric is 17 
inches in width, four ends can 
be fed into the machine at a 


The 


time. Normally, however, three 
ends of fabric are run in at once. 
Multi-end feeding also serves to 
speed up the quantity of cloth 
which can be processed through 
the dryer. 

Each perforated drum in the 
machine is individually motor- 
driven and operates at a variable 
speed. Actually, functioning of 
the drums is on the drum and 
counter-drum principle. The fab- 
ric is held to the drums by 
means of suction. The heated air 
is drawn through the fabric by 
fans and then recirculated after 
it has been re-heated via tubular 
heating rods. 

Varied Drum Set-Up 

Although this procedure is 
not practiced at Maiden Finish- 
ing, the arrangement of the 
drums can be varied for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

® To increase 
capacity of the unit. 

© To adjust the rate of dry- 
ing im accordance with the 
delicacy of the fabric or to im- 
part an unusually soft handle 
to the material.

Fleissner drum dryer used for 


of the parts are readily acces- 
sible for cleaning or repair, ac- 
cess being accomplished by 
means of doors in the side of 
the machine. 

Steam consumption is also 
said to be comparatively low. 

Another feature of the Fleiss- 
ner unit is its compact size, a 
factor which made it particu- 
larly appealing to Maiden’s 
management. 

In calendering, the mill uses 
two pieces of equipment for 
finishing the cloth either in the 
roll or on a tensionless flat-fold 
basis. Mills increasingly are spe- 
cifying the latter because fewer 
distortions in fabric occur, it 
was explained, with flat-fold cal- 
endering than with roll calen- 
dering. 

Maiden dyes its cloth in reel 
dyebecks using the conventional 
dyestuffs for cotton and the va- 
rious synthetic fibers. Wet cloth 
is moved in stainless steel cylin- 
der trucks. Plated, dried and 
calendered cloth is handled in 
white, wooden trucks, some of 
which are compartmented for 
handling narrow width fabric in 
four or more piles. 

After bleaching and dyeing, 
finish is applied to the cloth on 
Tube-Tex equipment. At the 
exit end of the Tube-Tex unit. 
the cloth is over-fed and plaited 
into wood trucks preparatory to

Production, Properties Of Half And Full-Cardigan Stitch 


By J. B. LANCASHIRE 
Chartered Textile Tecnnologist 
IN its standard form, half-cardigan or royal-rib fabric is de- 
veloped with cleared loops in all odd wales drawn through towards 
the face side and cleared loops in all even wales intermeshed 
towards the reverse side. The basic structure is | x | rib but instead 
of the stitches on both sides consisting wholly of cleared loops, 


every stitch on the reverse side 
comprises both cleared and tuck 
loops. When each course is 
knitted from one end of yarn 
the face side of the fabric 
comprises single loop stitches 
and the reverse side comprises 
stitches made up of one cleared 
loop and one tuck loop. In unit 
area there are twice as many 
stitches on the face side as at 
the back; but whereas all the 
stitches on the reverse side are 
identically alike those on the 
face are of two different kinds 
viz., large round loops and much 
smaller loops having straight 
sides. The large round loops are 
formed at those courses at which 
tucking takes place and the 
smaller loops at the courses at 
which clearing takes place on all 
needles. The large round loops 
hide the other face loops almost 
completely half-cardigan 
fabric with wool face and cot- 
ton back is producible by mak- 
ing odd courses from wool yarn 
and even courses from cotton 
yarn, the odd courses containing 
the tuck loops. 

The | x | rib structure is also 
the foundation for full-cardigan 
or polka rib but in this case all 
stitches contain cleared and tuck 
loops and the fabric is reversi- 
ble. The knitting cycle extends 
over two courses and produces 
one complete stitch in every 
wale. Tuck loops are formed in 
all face stitches at the first course 
of the cycle and in all back 
stitches at the second course. 
When the two courses are made 
from yarns of different colors, 
shot cardigan fabric is obtained. 

The knitting cycles that char- 
acterize half-cardigan and full- 
cardisan | x rib fabrics can 


also be employed to produce 
similar tuck rib fabrics on a 
basis of 2 x 2 or other combina- 
tions of plain and rib wales. 


Tucking has the effect of in- 
creas ng fabric width by spread- 
ing t>e wales, thus enabling gar- 
men! oarts to be shaped without 
alterine the number of knitting 


needles. When using the same 
yarn and the same loop length 
a change from | x | rib to full- 
cardigan increase fabric 
width by as much as 50 percent 
while a change from | x | rib to 
half-cardigan will increase the 
width up to about 33 1/3 per- 
cent. 

Knitting equipment chiefly 
used for making half-cardigan 
and full-cardigan fabrics is the 
latch needle V-type flat and the 
cylinder and dial circular ma- 
chine. Many of the V-type ma- 
chines, more especially those of 
the hand-controlled and power- 
assisted varieties, employ the 
method of tucking “on the 
latch.” At the tucking course all 
needles are raised to the same 


clearing height but the needles 
in the bed on which tucking is 
taking place instead of being 
lowered to the position where 
new loops are drawn and old 
loops cast off, are lowered only 
far enough to cause the old loops 
to close the latches and lie 
around the closed needle hooks. 
The highest and lowest posi- 
tions occupied by a needle when 
it is tucking in this way are 
shown in Fig. | at A and B, 
respectively. At the next course 
the needle rises to full clearing 
height again and both held and 
tuck loops pass below the open 
latch to be cast off when the new 
loop is formed. Although the 
tuck loops are necessarily short 
when made in this way it is pos- 
sible to use a less complicated 
system of cams than when tuck- 
ing takes place “in the hook” 
if manual resetting of cams is to 
be avoided. 


A single system V-type ma- 
chine is set for tucking on the

tch to make half-cardigan fab- 
ric by lifting one of the stitch 
cams to an appropriate height, 
ind to make full-cardigan fab- 
ric by lifting this same stitch 
cam to an appropriate height 
und the diagonally opposite 
stitch cam to the corresponding 
height. When tucking takes place 
on the latch in the back bed, ex- 
tra long intermeshed loops must 
be drawn in the front bed, and, 
vice versa, these extra long loops 
being made by placing the stitch 
cams at a lower level than nor- 
mal. Typical settings for half- 
and full-cardigan are given at 
1 and II below.

Tucking takes place in the 
hook when the tucking needles 
are raised no higher than is nec- 
essary to open latches and en- 
able hooks to receive new yarn. 
The needles can then descend 
to draw either long tuck loops 
or short tuck loops as desired. 
The highest and lowest positions 
of a needle that is tucking in the 
hook are shown in Fig. I at C 
and D, respectively. The so- 
called ‘“‘automatic cardigan 
cams,” which have a manual set- 
ting that does not have to be al- 
tered during the process of mak- 
ing half-cardigan or full-cardigan 
fabric, may be of the kind illus- 
trated in Fig. 2. The arrange- 
ment as shown is that of a stand- 
ard double system machine 
which tucks on the back bed in 
the trailing system in both di- 
rections of inclination. Cams | 
and 2 are sunk into the cam 
plate to make half-cardigan fab- 
ric; cams 1, 2, 3 and 4 to make

LOS ANGELES, Calif—Knits ranging from Orlon pullovers 
to alpaca golf sweaters and swimwear offerings from John L. Sulli- 
van-type lisle tank suits to trunks teamed with novelty jackets 
and shirts were sales highlights of the recent California Men’s 
Apparel Club held at the Biltmore Hotel, this city. 


More than 320 representatives 
displayed some 350 of the latest 
California, Eastern and import 
lines at the market. Buyer regis- 
tration approached the 2,000 
mark. There was a preponder- 
ance of knits shown for spring 
and summer wear, not only cot- 
ton sport shirts, but wool and/or 
synthetic pullovers, swimwear 
casual sweaters and bulkies. 

Coordination was important 
in swimwear. Emphasis is on 
sport tops that double for other 
occasions.

Pre-Season Commitments Mark 


Coast Show; 

LOS ANGELES, Calif.—Re- 
ports indicate that registration 
for the Pacific Coast Travelers 
market week at the Biltmore 
Hotel was well above that of a 
year ago. The majority of ex- 
hibitors in the show also indi- 
cated that buyers were making 
commitments well in advance of 
the selling season. 

However, it was noted that 
over-cautiousness on the part of 
buyers for the fall and winter 
season accounted for the fact 
that most showrooms displayed 
resort and winter staples which 
were being reordered, in addi- 
tion to advance orders for spring 
and summer. 

Lightweight but bulky “tote” 
sweaters, Orlon or wool knit en- 
sembles and cotton knits in 
every shape, color and form, are 
all important for spring. 

Swimwear Featured 

Swimwear, of course, played a 
major role in the showing. Most 
salesmen estimated fabric pro- 
portions at about 30 percent

knits, 60 percent Lastex and 10 
percent cotton. The two-piece 
suit is in increasing demand by 
buyers; the cover-up, in the form 
of a sweater, a jacket or a cape, 
is a natural part of the swimwear 
scene. Coordination, but not 
matching, seems to be the buying 
trend this year, and muted tones 
r “foggy” colors with emphasis 
on such shades as brass, mus- 
tard, gold, coral, grayed-blues, 
and other frosted colors are the 
order of the day. 

Individual highlights of the 
show included coordinated 
Schiaparelli silk skirts and pants 
teamed with Orlon sweaters 
trimmed with collars, yokes, and 
inserts of the silk, highlighted 
with Mylar or jeweled appliques. 

Outstanding here is a white 
Orlon sweater with the new, and 
very important, three-quarter 
sleeves. The collar is sprinkled 
with rhinestones; jeweling circles 
the back of the neckline. Im- 
portant colors here were iris, 
lilac, a new pastel muted green 


und other pastels. A new basic 
short-sleeved cardigan was 
shown, dyed-to-match with 
skirts, in yellow, pink, blue and 
beige. 
Spring Action Seen 

Sol Inselbech displayed Rich- 
leigh Italian imports, and, while 
showing primarily fall samples, 
indicated that the fine fashioning 
of these garments spelled big 
spring business. Dresses here 
were one- and two-piece wool 
knits. Most one-piece styles were 
seen with elastic ribbed waist- 
bands in classic styling. Two- 
piece outfits feature matching 
and contrasting jersey and faille 
trims and are full-fashioned with 
novelty detailing. Several double- 
breasted numbers are popular 
here. They retail at $35 to $40. 

The same showroom featured 
bulkizs, such as a zipper-front 
sweater, including novelties in 
various stitches. Novel flat knit 
slipovers and cardigans with 
beautifully detailed fronts, col- 
lars and cuffs were also popular. 
It was noted in this showroom 
that fur blends are very im- 
portant in California. 

Orlon continues important in 
the Helen Harper line, accord- 
ing to Marvin Sirbu. Special em- 


phasis is on the “foggy” colors, 
golds, brasses, greens, and muted 
blues. Striped numbers received 
good reaction in California as 
did the bulkies, according to 
Sirbu. He added that Helen 
Harper has introduced Orlon 
21 and plush Orlon and is now 
offering a new line called “Im- 
promtu Casuals,” a group of co- 
ordinated sportswear, plus a 
wide range of plush Orlons. 
Blazer Jacket 

The blazer jacket continues 
important on the West Coast, as 
illustrated in Ellson of Califor 
nia’s Orlon shorty in three tone 
stripes of charcoal, gray and 
white; brown, beige and white; 
and navy, red and white. Broad 
hiplength waistbands and solid 
cuffs on three-quarter sleeves 
are typical of the new styling. 

At Snyder Knitting Mills 
Orlon and cotton are important 
additions to the otherwise wool 
knit line. Classic styling and 
traditional detailing continue to 
sell well here. Typical examples 
include a navy blue Orlon boucle 
sheath with a scoop neck and 
blue satin rose at the left hip. 
In knit dresses black, blue and

Edwin J. Sobel, Old Colony 
Knitting Mills, commented that 
cotton knits were important in 
all categories. He cited as par- 
ticularly important on the West 
Coast this spring black or red 
and white combinations; blue 
and green Italian-influenced 
stripes; honeycomb solids, stripes 
and tri-colors; deck stripes and 
band stripes. Cotton Ice jersey 
in 13 pastel shades is also im- 
portant. 

Novelty Tops 

Tops here include bateau 
necks, three-quarter sleeves, short 
sleeves and no sleeves, and shirts 
with Ivy League button-down 
collars. There is also a group of 
tri-colored, striped solid 
blazers with contrast piping. Cot- 
ton knit pants, skirts, and shorts 


are featured in solid tones and 
checks, including a hound’s 
tooth. Reversible effects include 
a spaghett’ jersey swim-top, red 
on one side and red and white 
on the other. 

The swimwear scene encom- 
passes everything from covered 


up shoulders to bold-as-bold 
Bikinis. Deeper bras, V-cut

Warp Knit Ban-Lon 


Outerwear Fabric 

WILMINGTON, Del. — The 
development of a new warp knit 
Ban-l.on fabric for use in 
dresses, blouses, sport shirts and 
similar outerwear garments was 
announced by W. R. MacIntyre, 
president of Joseph Bancroft & 
Sons, Co. 

Mr. MacIntyre described the 
warp knit fabric as an outgrowth 
of Ban-Lon tricot and matte 
jersey developments, but with a 
specific fashion outerwear end- 
use in mind. 

He described as among its 
properties increased opacity 
with less weight, silky hand, 
drapeability, absorption, resist- 
ance to runs, wrinkling and 
stretching. 

The Ban-Lon warp knit fabric 
is said to be washable by hand 
or machine and to be drip or 
tumble dried. It may be dry 
cleaned without loss of appear- 
ance or hand. 

From the knitting standpoint, 
Mr. MacIntyre explained, the 
new fabric achieves a spun effect 
with filament yarn. It is being 
produced by several mills that 


cooperated with Bancroft tech- 
nicians in the development. Sev- 
eral manufacturers have dresses 
and blouses of the fabric in 
their spring lines, but major 
emphasis is being placed on the 
fall market.

Knitwear Volume 
Ahead At Mart 


BUFFALO, N. Y. — Knit- 
wear for infants and children 
generally sold in better volume 
than a year ago at the annual 
spring market of the New York 
State Infants’ & Children’s Wear 
Association in the Hotel Statler- 
Hilton, here. 

William Goodkin of South 
Jersey Sportswear, president of 
the association, reported that 
the market was a success from 
an attendance and _ business 
standpoint. He said that attend- 
ance was about even with last 
year, but that the average re- 
tailer appeared to be buying 
more heavily. 

Variations on classic themes 
appeared to be getting the atten- 
tion of merchants from Upstate 
New York and Northern Penn- 
sylvania as they shopped knit- 
wear lines. Retailers showed a 
tendency to stay with fairly 
basic, accepted styles and sil- 
houettes, but at the same time 
looked for new details and trims 
in these styles. 


The market was character- 
ized by its diversity this year. 
Instead of strong concentration 
on a central style theme, fabric 
or color, manufacturers offered 
retailers a wide variety of items 
that prompted broader buying 
in many categories. 

In shopping knitwear, mer- 
chants showed interest in the 
pale pastel shades, new syn- 
thetic fibers as well as the es- 
tablished natural yarns, and the 
wash and wear angle. 

Most retailers attending the 
market said that they were an- 
ticipating increases in_ their 
spring and summer business in 
knitwear and swimwear. They 
cited several reasons for this 
optimism: 

e The end of the steel strike 
assures high employment and 
consuming buying power in Up- 
state New York for the first half 
of 1960. 

e Consumers are in a buying 
mood as a result of the bright 
business outlook. They are look- 
ing for quality merchandise and 
are showing little price resist- 
ance. 

e The late Easter will give 
children’s wear retailers a 
chance to do a better pre-Easter 


selling job and should help 
spring sales volume. 

e Inventories of children’s 
wear are generally in good bal- 
ance, providing considerable 
openings to buy. There was 
little carryover of summer goods 
from last season due to excel- 
lent summer trade. 

Business Picked Up 

Children’s wear retailers re- 
ported that winter sweater busi- 
ness was a little slow getting 
started this season due to mild 
weather. But it picked up steam 
rapidly in the Christmas selling 
period and sweaters have been 
moving quite well during Jan- 
uary cold spells. 

Retailers expressed consider- 
able optimism over spring and 
summer business in children’s 
swimwear this year. They are 
counting on doing swimwear 
trade at least as large as a year 
ago when hot weather resulted 
in an excellent swimwear sea- 
son. 

A feature of the annual ban- 
quet for retailers held by the 
Infants’ & Children’s Wear As- 
sociation was the presentation 
of an award to the association 
for its outstanding advertising 
program. The award came from

full-cardigan, free passage to 
needle butts at tucking level 
while lifting butts to clearing 
height when the cam carriage is 
travelling in the opposite direc- 
tion. On a single system machine 
the arrangement can be either 
that of the two needle raising 
blocks containing cams |, 4, 5 
and 8 working together or that 
of the two blocks containing cams 
2, 3, 6 and 7. 
Good Selvedges 

In the case of selvedged half- 
cardigan and full-cardigan fab- 
rics, more especially those that 
are shaped by wale-fashioning, 
importance attaches to the knit- 
ting of good selvedges. On a 
single-system V-type machine 
the best results are obtained 
when the last needle that is in 
action at each course casts off 
its old loops. If the last needle 
tucks it will go through its knit- 
ting movements on the return 
movement of the cam carriage 
and there is a risk that it will not 
receive new yarn before the old 
loops are cast off. 

An essential condition for the 
knitting of half-cardigan and full- 
cardigan rib fabrics on circular 
machines is that there should be 
an even number of feeders. Half- 
cardigan requires the withdrawal 
of the dial clearing cam to tuck- 
ing position at every second feed 
and full-cardigan requires also 
the lowering of the cylinder 
clearing cam to tucking height 
at the remaining feed. If tuck- 
ing takes place on the dial at 
odd feeds in full-cardigan knit- 
ting it must take place in the 
cylinder at even feeds, and vice 
versa.
